is threatening the destruction of the 
transportation systems that have 
been built up by the railroads and 
the common trucks, the commis- 
sioner said. 


The present ton mile tax brings 


the motor truck operators closer to 
paying their share of public taxes 
on an equality with railroads but 
the exemption from this law of 
contract and private trucks of less 
than 6,000 pounds weight gives sucii 
vehicles an undue advantage over 
the railroads, the common carrier 
trucks and the contract and private 
carriers using heavier vehicles, he 
said. 


"Existing laws in this state per- 


mit of almost as complete regula- 
tion of common carrier trucks as 
of railroads," McDonald stated. "It 
is for the contract carrier fi=ld in 
between that there is greatest need 
for new legislation. 


"Lacking 
regulation they have 


run wild and have introduced wide- 
spread discrimination between ship- 
ers to the extent that the short haul 
rates of all carriers are pretty thor- 
oughly disrupted. 


Need Minimum Kales 


"Though the diversity of condi- 


tions met with in this field is so 
great as to render it difficult to 
frame legislation 
to adequately 


cover them all, power should at 
least be given to regulatory bodies 
to prescribe minimum rates, com- 
pel the filing of contracts, require 
liability and indemnity bonds, reg- 
ulate hours of service,. and pre- 
5cribe,methods of keeping accounts'. 
Minimum rate control is especially 
important. . .. . 


"In this state we have an exten- 


sive railroad transportation system 
which, with an investment of near- 
ly 500 million dollars and an annual 
payroll of 60 million dollars, con- 
stitutes a very important part of 
our wealth and source ol income. 
Along with it we have a much 
smaller, but well organized system 
of transportation by common car- 
rier trucks. Both ot these systems 
are subject to regulation, and are 
giving comprehensive, reliable and 
efficient service. 


"Competing with these we have 


a group of motor truck operators 
who, 
subject to no regulation and 


relieved in part of their costs, are 
completely disrupting 
the rate 


structure of the state, and ara cut- 
ting the ground out from under the 
other transportation agencies. . . . 


"While a few shippers may tem- 


porarily profit by this situation it 
is in the common interest of the 
people as a whole that this unfair 
and dangerous situation be ended 
just as quickly as it can possibly 
be done."

Madison — (.P) — Action by the 


1933 legislature to prevent wide- 
spread foreclosures of farms and 
homes through some kind of a mor- 
atorium on mortgages was recom- 
mended to the Wisconsin Council of 
Agriculture today by a committee 
which was appointed at the recent 
Wausau conference to study the 
problem. 


The committee, composed of B. J. 


Gehrmann of Mellen. chairman of 
the council, Prof. B. H. Hifabard of 
ihe University of Wisconsin, and 
Commissioner Joseph D. Beck, of 
the state department of agriculture 
and markets, made its report at a 
council meeting in the capitol this 
morning. 


Pointing out that considerable 


work already has been accomplish- 
ed through conciliatory committees 
seeking voluntary easement of the 
mortgage credit 
situation. 
Prof. 


Hibbard said the 
committee had 


concluded that a more drastic step 
should be taken. 


He presented 
for the council's 


consideration a resolution urging 
that a bill be drafted for presenta- 
tion to the legislature, meeting in 
January which will provide a legal 
means of making adjustments of the 
debts on farms and homes". 


The resolution proposed a survey 


of the entire situation and the ap- 
pointment by the council of a spe- 
cial committee to work out a legal 
plan. 


The hindrance to positive action 


is the little explored power of the 
legislature to provide a remedy for 
the property owners who are in 
danger of losing their homes and 
oLJthe same time remain within, the 
limits cil^he constitution, since the 
rights ol those who have extended 
mortgage credit are equally con- 
cerned. 


Study Legal Limits

phases ol the question were pre- 
sented fay Bernice Lotwin, of the

reduce the principal of a debt but 
ca^ adjust the rates of interest and 
fix the conditions of the debtor's 
payments, which, if met, preclude 
any legal foreclosure, she said. 


Indication that the state legisla- 


ture, by finding a social emergency 
to exist may exercise the police 
power to provide lelief were found 
in court decisions which were out- 
lined by Deputy Attorney General 
Wylic. 


One of these was. in the^ housing 


situation in New York after the 
World war in which the U. S. Su- 
preme court upheld a law permit- 
ting tenants to continue occupancy 
of a house after expiration of the 
lease term against the wiE of the 
landlord by paying such rental as 
a court or administrative 
board 


found reasonable. 


"These cases went on the prin- 


ciple that the police power is as 
broad as the requirements of the 
public welfare, and that in unusual 
emergency situations, such as ex- 
isted in housing after the war, 
things may come within the scope 
of the police power that in ordi- 
nary times are not affected with a 
sufficient public interest/' Wylie 
said. 
"It is a principle of the police 


power, of course, that private prop- 
erty may be taken in its exercise 
without compensation being made 
to the owner.'11

Washington—03—-Leaders of or- 
ganizations favoring retention of 
prohibition met here today to out- 
line battle strategy against repeal 
or modification. 


A complete program not only to 


combat those favoring a change in 
dry laws, but to renew vigorously 
a national educational campaign 
against drinking was ready for con- 
sideration. 
It was first discussed at a recent 


informal session of representatives 
of dry organizations, and was for- 
mulated mainly through the 
ef- 
lorts of the Anti-Saloon league, the 
Association of Catholics Favoring 
"Prohibition, the Women's Christian 
Temperance union, the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals and the Interna- 
tional Reform federation. 


Prohibition leaders have taken 


the attitude that the presidential 
election was not a popular verdict 
on the prohibition issue and that 
while the presidential candidates 
-were bound by their party plat- 
•fonns, congressmen snd senators 
were not and in voting must be 
guided by promises to their constit- 
uents.

near enough to-cover to attract 
game birds, Grimmer said.

THE DEBT PROBLEM: PKJN-* 


C1PLES OF A SOLUTION 


• One of the stages in the attain- 
ment of wisdom is the realization 
that in many human problems the 
issue is not between a simple right 
and a simple wrong but between 
two rights. The problem of the in- 
ter-governmental 
debts is of this 


sort. In each country there is a 
national argument which, consider- 
ed by itself, is unanswerable. Yet 
the sum of these national argu- 
ments is wholly irrational They 
contradict each other. They produce 
violent collision and if pursued to 
their logical end could lead only to 
the complete breakdown of faith 
and 'credit between the peoples of 
the world. 


The task of statesmanship is to 


find a common ground beneath 
these irreconcilable national claims 
in order that the productive forces 
of the world may once more be set 
confidently in motion. Such a com- 
mon ground must be one on which 
all nations can stand "without feel- 
ing, after they have had time for 
sober second thought, that they 
have suffered injustice, imperiled 
their vital interests, or sacrificed 
more than they have gained. 


For statesmanship of this high or- 


der it is necessary that there should 
exist in all the countries concerned 
a dominant public opinion which ap- 
preciates the problem as a whole. 
It is a complicated problem and it 
is not easy to think about more than 
one aspect of it at a time. Yet the 
welfare of mankind depends upon 
the number of people who win 
make the effort to 
consider 
its. 


many aspects before they plump 
finally for a particular solution.

Let us make the attempt, there- 


fore, to set the problem in its larg- 
est perspective. 
In the intergovernmental 
debt 


structure of the world eighteen gov- 
ernments have to make payment to 
twenty-eight governments. The ten 
governments which receive pay- 
ments but do not have to make 
them are: Australia, Canada, Den- 
mark, Japan, Luxembourg, Nether- 
lands, Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, and the United States. 


The payments scheduled in the 


year which ended June 30, 1932 cal- 
led for ninety-six governments. The 
total payments amounted to $751,- 
521,200 or just about three-quarters 
of a billion dollars. There were sev- 
teen net creditors and eleven net 
debtors. The principal net creditors 
with the net "amount owed to each 
were (expressed in millions of dol- 
lars at par of exchange) the follow- 
ing:

In each country the payments af- 


fect its national budget and its bal- 
ance of international payments. For 
the net creditors the payments rep- 
resent expenditures in the budg- 
et. But when the debtor govern- 
ments have taxed their people for 
the amount that they owe, the gov- 
ernments posses only reichsmarks, 
pounds sterling, francs, lire, as the 
case may be. The government has 
then to convert this currency into 
the currency of the creditor coun- 
try. 


As matters stood last June Ger- 


many, for example, was supposed to 
raise about 1,600 million reichs- 
marks and convert them; that is, to 
buy with them about 385 million1 
dollars worth of pounds, francs, lire, 
and dollars. The European debtors 
of the United States had to buy 
with their pounds,.francs, lire and 
so forth about 253 million gold dol- 
lars. 
* 


Now a year ago last June the 


German end of this transaction 
broke down. The Germans could 
neither raise the money they owed 
in taxes at home nor sell their 
money for gold. It was this situation 
which caused Mr. Hoover to pro?

A satisfactory solution would be

It 
can be done by translating these in- 
terminable payments extending to 
the end of this century into a tangi- 
ble sum to be raised in the invest- 
ment markets by a loan and paid 
now as a final settlement. For there 
can be no doubt whatever that a 
lump sum down payment in final 
settlement would be worth more to 
all concerned, to the American tax- 
payer first of all, than larger the- 
oretical sums payable over another 
fifty-five years.w e * 


The sound formula, therefore, it 


seems to me, is not the capacity of 
individual debtors to pay. For that 
is a formula which no human mind 
can apply. The sound formula is, I 
believe, first, equalization of sacri- 
fice, and, second, a lump sum cash 
payment in final settlement of the 
whole business. 


That would relieve the world of a 


problem which embitters and dis- 
tracts it in all its political, financial 
and economic relations. 
It would 


give to the American people the 
conviction that they had shared the 
burden without having been im- 
posed upon, and in 
addition, it 


would give them what they sorely 
need, a substantial amount of real 
money.

licenses in Illinois is reported to 
have brought in a revenue of S175,- 
000, the operations of the state con- 
servation commission involved an 
expenditure of only $70,000 for the 
propagation of fish. Why not? That 
was what the license fss jnons1' 
was to be used for. Such a promise 
had to be made to the sportsmen 
before they would agree to a resi- 
dent license for fishing, they had , 
been mulcted too often. But, it was 
slipped over on them again and 
now they are sore and ready for 
battle. 


Of course, what they should have 


done was insist that the fishing 
license law be so drawn up as to 
make it peremptory that the reve- 
nue from it be used only for the 
proper purposes, and then insist 
upon proper 
accounting 
being 


made. However, the law is now on 
the statutes and Should it be de- 
sired that it be repealed about the 
Same difficulty will be experienced 
as has been the case with the 18th 
amendment. 


The statement covering the cal- 


endar year 1931 does not list the 
numerical output of any species of 
fish in Illinois, but simply states 
that 78 bodies of water received 
fish, bass, trout, catfish, etc. 


One complaint from Illinois re- 


ports that once or twice a year cans 
of fry are brought into Chicago and 
dumped into the park lagoons, af- 
ter newspaper photographers have 
been summoned to record 
the 


event. Evidently, the conservation 
commission wants the people to 
know of the "good work" they are 
doing.

"An auspicious start" is the de- 


scription of the tutorial system of 
study at Lawrence college, given by 
President Henry M. Wriston, Tues- 
day in his semi-annual report to 
the board of trustees. 
The tutorial plan was put into ef- 


fect for juniors and seniors in eight 
departments of the college this fall 
and has resulted in distinct edu- 
cational advances as shown by sta- 
tistical checks on the number of cir- 
culated from the college library, ac- 
cording to the report. 


is steadily becoming more import- 
ant as the center of the college 
academic program, report on the 
significant educational position of 
the Lawrence Conservatory of Mus- 
ic, review of enrollment figures for 
this year, a report on the high 
scholastic calibre of the freshman 
class, were also included in his re- 
port. 


In discussing the effect of the tu- 
torial plan on faculty teaching loads 
he said. "The effect in the several 
departments are various, but it is 
safe to say that the introduction 
of the tutorial plan has laid a hea- 
vier 
load_ 
upon 
the 
instruc- 


tors. 
How serious is that 
in- 


crease does not yet fully appear, 
but I think it is manifest that the 
principal outcome of the system 
will be improved instruction ra- 
ther" than economy in instructional 
energy. 


Favorable Iteaetion 


"The student reaction is on the 


whole favorable, but it is manifest 
that the tutorial plan is going to re- 
quire a somewhat severe readjust- 
many upon the part of many of 
them. 
Through 
their

school experience they have been 
accustomed to specific assignments, 
to frequent examinations, and to 
all kinds of mechanical checks up- 
on theur work. Some of them find 
it extremely difficult independent- 
ly to organize then? time, to accept 
large assignments and keep them 
upon schedule. 
Many students 


much prefer to listen to the profes- 
sor rather than to undertake to de- 
velop their own ideas in long pa- 
pers 
or in 
active 
discussions. 


Those- difficulties, however, 
were 


foreseen, and it was precisely with 
the purpose of inducing 
those 


changes in study habits that the tu- 
torial system was installed. The re- 
organization of their habits of work 
and points of view cannot be ac- 
complished in a moment, and we 
must, therefore, have patience. The 
new plan requires a reorganiza- 
tion of teaching methods on the 
part of the faculty as well as re- 
organization of learning habits on 
the part of the students, and "we 
cannot expect that period -of dou- 
ble readjustment to be without dif- 
ficulties and disappointments. 
Has Fine Start 


"In summary I think it fair to say 


;hat the system has gotten off to an 
auspicious start, that it is being ap- 
proached by faculty and students 
with good will and with an earnest 
desire to exploit its advantages. 


One of the most significant in- 


dices of. the effect of the tutorial 
system may be found in the library 
statistics. The total circulation ~bf 
September 1931, was eight hundred 
ninety (890) volumes; in -September 
.932 it was one thousand seven hun- 
dred and ninety-five (1,795), a gain 
of nine hundred and five (905)— 
over one hundred per cent gain. In 
Dctober 1931, the circulation was 
ive thousand five hundred and 
seventy-five (5,575), and in October, 
1932, it was six thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty-eight 
(6,828), a 


:ain of one thousand two hundred 
and fifty-three (1,253), or a gain 
of twenty-two per cent. It is sig- 
nificant that the gain is most 
notable in the regular circulation 
as opposed to the reserve books, for 
hat means that the general resour- 
ces of the library are being 'drawn 
upon more freely and that less de- 
jendance is placed upon specific 
assignments. This shift in emphasis 
s the more significant inasmuch as 
there has been a steady fall in the 
number of books put upon tne re- 
serve shelves. In live years the 
number of books on reserve de- 
creased from two thousand eight 
lundred fifty-eight (2,858) to one 
;housand six hundred eighteen (1,- 
6181. 
A study made some years 


ago indicated that so many books 
were put upon reserve that there 
Was too little stimulus to the stu- 
dent to seek his own material. The 
reduction in the number of reserve 
jooks, taken in conjunction with 
iie growth in both classes of cir- 
culation, gives Jhe clearest possible 
iidication that students are learn- 
ing to find-thehr own material, -to 
utilize the general resources of the 
library, and not to depend upon 
spoon-feeding devices so common 
.o. American education. During the 
tirst months of this academic year, 
there has been an increase of six- 
teen per cent in the number of ref- 
erence questions. All these figures 
regarding the library are impor- 
tant because they are utterly ob- 
jective. They are not an expres- 
sion of opinion, nor of a hope, nor 
are they the rationalization of any- 
one's •wishes.

Washington—Congress will vote 


on a resolution to repeal the eight- 
eenth amendment, but not until 
after there has been considerable 
debate.- 


On one point, hitherto regarded 


as secondary, a controversy of ma- 
jor importance has arisen. Shall 
the repeal amendment be ratified 
by state conventions or by state 
legislatures? 


Speaker Garner says that inas 


much as both Republican and Dem 
ocratic national platforms preserib 
ed the state convention method, i 
will be followed in his resolution. 
But many of the wets are wonder 
ing whether the original purpos 
of having state conventions ratify 
the proposed change has not -dis 
appeared and -whether state legisla 
tures, after all, would not be th 
most expeditious way to speed th 
repeal resolution toward ratifica 
tion. 


Since the 
original constitution 


was ratified, the state convention 
device has never been used. How 
shall the delegates to such a stat 
convention be chosen? Is not 
law of the state legislature requirec 
calling a special election for dele 
gates and prescribing the manner 
in which delegates shall be chos 
en? 


Both these questions are conced 


ed to be pertinent; and if everj 
state legislature must create specie 
machinery, then the problem will 
have to be passed upon anyway by 
every state 
legislature. 
In tha 


event, a simple repeal 
resolution 


would be as easy to get through a 
a complicated piece of election ma 
chinery, with all the precedent 
that might be set up in apportion 
ment of the delegates—somethin 
that might readily become the sub 
ject of local controversy because o 
the possibility of future state con 
stitutional conventions being set up 
the same way. 


Want Popular Vote 
. The wets have 
felt in recen 


years that state legislatures were in 
control of the drys and that stat 
conventions alone would afford an 
opportunity for popular vote. Th 
recent election and the 
way in 


which Republicans and Democrat 
have been switching from retention 
of the eighteenth 
amendment t 


some change has encouraged some 
of the wets to believe that the 
state legislatures 
would quicklj 


ratify the repeal resolution. 


Many state legislatures meet in 


January. If 
congress agrees 
t' 


submit a repeal resolution, it could 
get considerable momentum, in th 
early part of 1933 and the 
figh 


would then be concentrated on tb 
few states where there are no reg 
tilar sessions but where governors 
might be prevailed 
upon to call 


special sessions. The Democrats 
now are in control of the governor- 
ship in roost of the 
states of the 


Union. 


Most of the state 
legislatures 


elected Democrats in both houses 
so that if they 
stand by their 


party platform they would be com- 
mitted to vote in favor of outright 
repeal. 
/The delay may come in the sen- 
jate, where Senator Borah and other 
leading drys, Eke Senator Capper 
are likely'to seek to prevent a vote 
or to defeat an outright repeal res- 
olution. Senator Glass wants a dif- 
ferent type of amendment than that 
proposed by Mr. Garner. 
Should 


the house adopt a repeal resolution 
and the senate modify it, does the 
conference report require a two- 
thirds vote? There are no pre- 
cedents on which to base a judg- 
ment. 


With so many things crowded in- 


to the short session, it is doubtful 
whether repeal will get a two- 
thirds vote of both houses, if the 
measure does come to a vote in the 
senate. A modified repeal resolu- 
tion has a better chance in the sen- 
ate than outright repeal. - 


May be~Heia Over 


The Democratic strategists feel 


that they must insist on a vote in 
order to keep faith with the coun- 
try. 
If xepeal fails to get two- 


thirds the matter goes over to the 
new congress either in 
extra or 


regular session. Whatever progress 
is made by debate or voting in the 
short session is considered so much 
gained in getting the controversy 
out of congress and before the sev- 
eral states. 


The prospects are that the de- 


mand for a beer bill can be better 
satisfied after it is apparent that 
a change in the eighteenth amend- 
ment win encounter delays than by 
putting the beer question ahead and 
avoiding a vote on the amendment. 
Many wets are afraid a beer bill 
will divide the wet sentiment of the 
country anyway. 
The procedure, 


therefore, is likely to be to get a 
vote on repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and take up the beer 
bill as a revenue measure, but with 
an alcoholic content believed by the 
wet forces still to be within the 
meaning of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 


A showdown on the convention 


or legislature method of ratification 
will feature the debate. It may 
even be one of the ways by which 
the controversy 
is prolonged by 


those who are ostensibly eager to 
vote on the question but who will 
satisfy 
some of then- dry con- 


stituents by insisting on the state 
legislature method, especially if 
the wets decide to fight against 
it and insists on the state conven- 
tion plan.

thought it would accelerate trade 
in the home areas of the former 
soldiers.

The council adjourned to Dec.
